GrRanpd Junction, Col., August 16.~--The 
manager of the Philadelphia Cattle company 
came in yesterday from Colorow’s camp to 
Unitah reservation below Rangeley. The In- 
dians forced his party back and drove them 
before them at full speed. Drecker, Roth and 
other cattlemen, are riding night and day 
gathering up their cattle and hurrying them 
from the White River range. All settlers in 
that locality have been warned by white couri- 
ers to look out and they are abandoning every- 
thing to get away before the Indians can ar- 
vive from the reservation.

1S RIDDLEBERGER CRAZY? 


His Actions Alarm His Friends—Suspension 
of the Sentence, 

BALTIMORE, August 16.—A, dispatch to the 
Sun from Woodstock, Va., says Senator Rid- 
dleberger, after delivering himself up yester- 
day, sat all day on the portico in front of the 
jail, where he held a leyee with-his friends, as 
he did today. Atnoon today he walked off 
but was arrested on the streets and brought 
back. At seven o’clock thisevening he walked 
off again. The jailer, Harry Shull, made a 
grab at him, but the senator walked off up the 
street without molestation. Judge New- 
man was this afternoon informed 
that the senator’s condition was 
such as to render confinement dangerous. He 
thereupon appointed three physicians as a 
commission to ascertain and certify to the 
facts. Their report confirmed the information 
already received,and Judge Newman issued 
an order to Jailer Shull suspending the sen- 
tence of ten days for contempt of court until 
such time as Senator Riddleberger may be in a 
fit condition to be returned to jail. Friends of 
the senator say he is not in a condition to 
know what he is doing. 

WINCHESTER, Va., August 16.—Senator 
Riddleberger is still in jail and the grand jury 
has been summoned to receive testimony 
against the mob that released him. It is 
thought that sufficient testimony will be forth- 
coming to convict the rescuers. Everything is 
very quiet.

The Builders’ Trade League Adopt Strong 
Rules. 

AvousTA, Ga., August 16.—{Special.]|—Apta 
meeting of the Builders’ Trade league, com - 
posed of carpenters, bricklayers and painters, 
held tonight, the following resolutions were 
adopted : 

No union man is allowed, under any circum- 
stances, to work with a non-union man, 

No union man is allowed to work on any sub 
contract work. 

No journeyman shall act as foreman inany way 
for less than twenty-five cents perday in advance 
of any other man on the same job, 

No union man shall work or handle any buildin 
materials, or work on buildings where any materia 
is used that is manufactured or sold by any company 
an ta not recognize fifty-eight hours as a week’s 
work, 

If it be found by any one of the several unions 
represented by this board of delegates to be advisa- 
ble to refuse to work or handle any building mate- 
rial of any kind on account of convict labor, or the 
r fusal of the manufacturers to recognizethe fifty- 
eight hour system, all ofthe unions shall unite in 
the same. 

There shall be no general strike of any union for 
wages, without serving the general contractors with 
fifteen days notice. 

The league is not yet thoroughly established 
throughout the state of Georgia, but efforts are 
being made to do so. Ben Iawton, a well- 
known carpenter, is at the head of the league 
here. It is understood that the league will 
to-morrow demand that all non-union work- 
men employed on buildings must be discharged ; 
also, that no lumber shall be bought from cer- 
tain large establishments here which works 
employes over fifty-eight hours, and that brick 
shall not be purchased from yards that work 
convicts. Their demand will certainly create 
a stir, and lively times are anticipated.

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DUNN'S CATSPAW. 


Confession of Scott, Who Robbed 
the Manhattan. 


HOW HIS WIFE'S COUSIN SCHEMED 


And Persuaded Him to Leave the Money 
in His Hands Until Excitement 
Subsided—Other Crimes. 


New Yorx, August 16.—Richard Seaman 
Scott, who absconded with $160,000 that be- 
longed to the Manhattan bank, of which he 
had been an employe in 1885, and about whose 
disappearance and whereabouts there was 
such a profound mystery, at least tothe pub- 
lic, has made a confession before Consul-Gen- 
eral Waller at London. For a time there 
were all manner cf rumors about his location, 
but after a spasmodic story which it took over 
a year to tell in the newspapers, it was drop- 
ped by the public. 
interested in the case were more active, and 
have long since Known his movements. 

Suit has just been instituted in the supreme 
court which discloses not only Scott’s action 
but the fact that he was alone in this stupen- 
dous defalcatlon. This suit is against John R. 
Dunn, Scott’s colleague, for the recovery of 
$140,000. The documents included in this 
case embrace an affidavit by the defaulger, 
which is a statement of the history of the egse, 
but it is in truth a confession of his theft. 
Scott, according to the complaint, was for 
twenty years a trusted employe of the Manhat- 
tan company up to June 1, 1 In the latter 

art of his services he was paying teller of the 
bank. Most of the time he had in his custody 
daily over a million dollars. 

On June Ist, 1885, he absconded with $160,- 
000 which he never returned. The public has 
never heard from him since that time until 
today when this suit was made known. He is 
now in London, where he has been since Sep- 
tember, 1885. Counsel forthe bank on Mon- 
day obtained an order from Judge Donohue 
forthe arrest of Dunn in their suit t 
him. Attwoo’clock in the afternoon of that 
day, Dunn was arrested by the officers of the 
sheriff, at his stock brokerage office, No. 56 
New street. Dunn for many years was a prac- 
ticin yoy? a in this city and at one time had 
a desk in the office of ex-Judge Fullerton. 

In the last four years he has been in broker- 
age business. In the complaint it is ey 
that Dunn got money out of Scott; then 
was the guilty party, and that as he controlled 
and norerenl | cott, induced him to steal the 
money. The principal foundation for the suit 
is in affidavits by relatives of the embezzler, 
and the principal one of these is by Scott him- 
self. It is voluminous, and was drawn up in 
the presence of and acknowledged by fnited 
States Consul-General Waller, at London, on 
June 14th, 1887. 

In it Scott states that at various times prior 
to June 1, 1885, he extracted small sums of 
money from the safe, which aggregated about 
$10,000. This he had lost in speculation on 
the “‘street.”” About this time there was a 
change in the. administration of the bank. 
Scott feared that this change might cause an 
investigation of the bank’s affairs. This 
would, of course, disclose his irregularities. 

John R. Dunn, a cousin of Scott’s wife, was 
practicing law then and Scott hastened to him 
for advice. Dunn asked him how much money 
was within hisreach.Scott replied that at times 
there was over a million dollars in his charge. 
Dunn, addressing Scott, said: 

‘‘My advice to you is to take one million dol- 
lars. It will be enough to cripple the bank 
and will enable you to go to Canada. If you 
take a small amount, people will laugh at you; 
but if you take a large amount people will say 
you are smart‘and you will compekthe bank to 
compromise,’’ 

Then Dunn asked him if he had altered the 
books, saying that if he had done so he could 
be held for forgery and extradited from Can- 
ada. Scott, however, said that he had not 
done so. Dunn then said that he would look 
the question up in the library of the Equitable 
buil ing and let him know the following after- 
noon whether or not it was safe for him to go 
to Canada. Scott met him by appointment 
after the close of banking hours. unn took 
him into the consulting room of the law library 
and told him that the decisions in the books 
were in conformity with his advice. 

Then another meeting was arranged for the 
following day at a place opposite the terrace 

arden. They met and spent four hours in 
Jiecusion. Dunn told him he had experience 
in the oftice of Judge Fullerton and that Scott 
need have no fear as he (Dunn) was too smart 
to be caught or to permit anybody to get ahead 
of him. e@ advised Scott to get an old suit of 
clothing, shave off his mustache, travel second- 
class to Canada, disguise himself as much as 
possible, and do as little talking as possible. 

He advised Scott not to write to either him- 
self or any friends in New York, in a common 
way, because detectives often caught 
people by watching their correspondence. He 
also advised him to address him as “‘W. M. 
Culverson, Box No. 1,061, New York post- 
oftice,’’ to which he had the key. All letters 
to friends were to be addressed and placed in 
an envelope bearing the above address. They 
parted, to meet at Central park, Sixth aye- 
nue entrance, on the following afternoon. 

When Scott went to the bank the next day 
he took $300,000 in gold and silver certificates 
of the denomination of $5,000, $1,000 and $500 
and placed them in a package, which_he con- 
cealed about his person. He met Dunn at 
Central Park, and they went to a secluded spot 
and talked. Dunn asked him if he had any 
friends with whom to leave the money, telling 
him that under international treaties if he car- 
ried any stolen property into Canada he could 
be arrested aad extradited. Scott said that he 
had noone with whom to leave it. 

‘‘Then,”’ said Dunn, “‘I feelso warm a re- 
gard for Cousin Lizzie,’ (she is Scott’s wife) 
that I would do for you what I would for no 
other person on earth—take charge of that 

ackage, the contents of which need not 
fnew and take care of it subject to your order 
at all times.” He explained that if he took 
the money, knowing that it belonged to the 
bank, it would make him liable for felony. 
This was Friday. They agreed to mect 
Scott went to the bank 
the next day and_ replaced the 
three hundred thousand dollars, determining 
to make an effort to borrow enough money to 
make up the deficiency of $10,000, In this he 
failed, finding it impossible to get the necessa- 
ry money. fore going to the bank on Mon- 
day, he got the disguise Scott had, and read 
about the Park bank defalcation. He saw 
that the directors could lower the salaries of 
the clerks in order to make up ‘the deficiency. 
He felt friendly toward the clerks in the Man- 
batten company. Many of them were good 
fellows, so he determined to take only $150,- 
000 in order that there might be 
no cut in the salaries. At 
the close of banking hours, he made a little 
calculation as to what he could do with the 
money. He, figured that he could pay Dunn, 
have enough to compromise any civil suit 
with the bank and enough to live on the rest 
of his life. When he took the money he put 
it in two packages, one of $140,000 and the 
other of $10,000,

THE SUSPENDED COLUMBIAN. 


Investigation Intothe Affairs of the Bank, 
Shows Some Bad Management. 
PHILADELPHIA, August 16.—The Evening 
Telegraph this afternoon devotes considerabie 
space to an article on the affairs of the sus- 
pended Columbian bank, in which it says that 
the failure of the Columbian bank has given 
birth to some very ugly rumors of alleged ir- 
regularities, and to some talk of possible prose- 
cutions. The affairs of the bank are stil] in a 
state of chaos. The assignees are trying to 
get some light on its business methods. Their 
investigations have shown that it was very 
carelessly managed, and that a large portion of 
its assets consist of merchandise, which has 
little, if any, value. The assignees refuse to 
talk about the affairs of the bank, saying that 
they have been placed there to protect deposit- 
ors, and that they are trying to perform their 
duty. Being astate bank, the sew required 
subscriptions to be oye in money and not in 
romissory notes. It made stockholders liable 
or twice the amount of their stock. The 
charge isnow made that President Phillips 
secured control of the stock by issuing shares 
to himself and tomembers of his family or 
relatives, whom he could represent. It is said 
that in payment for a portion of the stock, he 
gave promissory notes instead of money, and 
that when failure was imminent, these notes 
were withdrawn and utibized to raise money, 
and securities having a certain face value, but 
practically worthless were substituted.

Morgan 
then threw his hand to his pocket, 
saying: ‘You haven’t any advantage over 
me even now;’’ and ran around O’Donnell’s 
mule at him. O’Donnell commanded him to 
throw up his hands.

A rem- 
nant or simulacrum of the dissatisfied party sti) 
flits about the lobbies and benches of the house of 
commons; but in constituencies it is not to be seen. 

The Morning Post is depressed over the re- 
sult and urges the conservatives to effect a bet- 
ter organization. It refuses to believe that 
the country is changing its mind in regard to 
home rule. 

The Daily Telegraph says: 

The unionist converts have become perverts and 
abstentionists and have returned to their Gladstoni- 
an allegiance. 

The paper attributes the result in Northwich 
to the weakness of the unionists candidate and 
campaign, and begs unionist leaders to aban- 
don the belief thatit -is sufficient to send a 
candidate toa district with their blessing to 
secure a@ victory. 

The Standard thinks there is evidence that 
the Irish question is no longer so powerful a 
lever, proving that the minds of unionist elec- 
tors are becoming into a lulled condition. 

The Northwich election, the Standard adds, 
shows unmistakably that the battle for the 
union has yet to be fought, 

The Times says the government makes a fa- 
tal mistake if they see in the recent elections 
any reasons for slackening their efforts tc cope 
effectually with disorders in Ireland. 

The government is still undecided as to the 
advisability of suppressing the National league. 
Two-thirds of the conservative members of 
parliament are against immediate action. 

Earl Cowper writes tog the Times, urging 
the government to firmly support Earl Ca- 
dogan’s amendment to the lend bill. To ac- 
cede to the wishes of the opposition he says it 
would mean a revision of rents fixed in the 
last five years, which would inevitably lead to 
a block in the land count.

We print elsewhere a communication 
from Dr. H. H. Tucker on the subjeet of 
pistols. Dr. Tucker presents his views 
with his usual vigor of expression, and they 
are worth attention. It isa question whether 
a severer law would deter individuals from 
carrying concealed weapons, or whether it 
would operate to make the hip-pocket, with 
its deadly pistol, an object of sympathy; 
but there can be no doubt that Dr. Tucker 
isright when hesays that what we need to 
suppress the evil of pistol carrying is a more 
wholesome state of public opinion, anda 
more active boldness on the part of our 
courts. 

There can be no doubt that if the public 
sentiment ofthe state remained in a state 
of active opposition to pistol carrying, we 
should have fewer violations of the law, 
and-fewer killings. 

We believe that the public sentiment of 
the state is opposed to the. practice, but 
those who are chosen for the purpose of 
representing that sentiment are derelict. 
They do not do their whole duty by the 
people. The grand juries hum and haw 
over the evidence of pistol carrying, the 
judges are lenient in their charges, and the 
petit juries culpably careless in their ver- 
dicts. 

There is no doubt about public sentiment; 
the great trouble is that the instruments 
selected to represent that public sentiment 
very frequently, asin this matter of carry- 
ing pistols, misrepresent it. Judge J. S. 
Boynton, of the superior court, recently de- 
livered a chargeto the grand jury of Rock- 
dale county, which is worthy of emulation 
by other judges throughout the state. Our 
dispatches yesterday contained a too brief 
synopsis of his remarks. Judge Boynton 
said that ‘‘the only way to stop the coward- 
ly practice of carrying concealed weapons 
was by presentments by the grand juries, 
and correct and honest verdicts by the trav- 
erse juries.”’

Pistols. 

There ‘sa great a-do just at this time about 
the foolish, unlawful, cowardly and wicked practice 
of carrying concealed weapons. It is urged that in 
order to put astop to it, the penalties prescribed by 
law should be made more severe. ‘There is reason 
to believe that this would make matters worse, 
rather than better. Public opinion would not sustain 
the courts now if they were to inflict the 
penalties already prescribed by law. It is hard to 
convict one now for this offense, although thefpen- 
alty inflicted is usually not more than tifty or a hun- 
dred dollars; ifthe penalty were imprisonment in 
the penitentiary for a term of years, it would be 
next to impossible to convict one at al’, Excessive 
penalties are equivalent to no penalties; ore ex- 
treme begets another; an extreme of severity makes 
a law inoperative and virtually abolishes it; too 
much jaw is no law. 

{four legislature should heed the bad advice now 
given, and raise the grade of this offense from that 
of a misdemeanor to that of a felony, and annex a 
punishment which the people would think harsh 
arid unreasonable, the result would be that the law 
could not be enforced; and being practically null 
and void, we should be, so faras this point is con- 
cerned, in a state ofanarchy. It is to be hoped that 
no such unwise thing will be done. What we 
need to suppress this evil is not more legislation but 
a proper enforcement of the law asit now stands. 
The only way to dothisTs to bring abouta more 
wholesome state of public opinion, and to inspire 
our courts with more boldness, The penalty for this 
offense is that set ferih in section 4310 of the code, 
namely, (1) a fine not te execed one thousand dol- 
lars; or (2) imprisonmentin the county jail not to 
exceed six months; or (3) work on _ the 
chain gang not to exceed twelve months; 
or (4) any two or all three of these penalties together 
at the diseretion of the court. Does anybody pre- 
tend to suggest that these penalties, especirlly all of 
them together, are not severe enough for the offense 
of carrying a concealed weapon? So far from this, 
there is not a court in the state that would dare to 
iaflict one-half of this on any one convicted of this 
offense. It is an old and familiar saying,

bility clause in the road’s charter which subjected 
| every stockholder tothe personal liability for the 
| debts of the road, This liability was measured, how- 
over, by the amount of stock held by the owner 
| of stock. The man having one share was liable to 
the extent of $100 the parvalue ofthat share, and 
| the large holder of one thousand shares was 
liable for $100,000. Some years ago, the At!anta 
and West Point company issued certificates of indebt- 
edness to the amount of the stock, giving to 
each holder the same amount of debentures as 
was equal to the amount of stock held by 
him. This transaction increased largely 
the individual wealth of the stockhcllers. The 
debentures are more valuable than the stock for two 
reasons; first, they guarantee a certain interest an- 
nually which must be paid before any dividend on 
stock can be declared ; secondly, they constitute a 
superior lien on the road tothe stock in the eyes of 
the law. 

The road has always met its interest on this issue 
prom ptiy, and its excellence is demonstrated by the 
fact that in addition it has since paid handsome 
dividends on its stock. The liability of thejstock- 
hoider has been considerably increased by the issue 
of debentures, but inasmuch as the probability of 
that becoming a serious maiter is.so distanily re- 
mote, holders of stock are not troubled greatly by 
the discovery. 

Mr. Russell, of Clarke, has a bill before the house 
that will affect the construction of railroads in a 
great degree hereafter. The bill prokibits 
any railroad corporation from issuing any 
form of indebtedness upon the road in ex- 
cess of the cost of - construction and equip- 
ment of the same per mile.

A large majority ofthe rail- 
roads in the country have debts per mile far greater 
than the true value ofthe road perniile. The Rus- 
sell bil will preserve the stability and value of rail- 
road propertyin thestate, and every indication 
points to the end that it will receive favorable con- 
sideration at the hands of the general assembly.

He 
was, in other words, a dangerous man to tackle, but 
he was domineering, Overbearing and insulting in 
hismanner. He wastheterrorof every one. But 
finally, he insulted Woolfolk, who, by the war, wag 
a brother of the father of the lately murdered 
Woolfolk in Macon. Woolfolk challenged Camp, 
against the advice of his friends, which, of course, 
was just what Camp wanted, and the challenged 
was accepted.

In the Pitti_palace at Florence, is a table 
which, for originality in the matter of construction 
and ghastliness in conception, is probably without 
arival, Itwas made by Giuseppe Sagatti, who 
passed several years of his life in its manufacture. 

To the casnal observer, it gives the Impression of 
a curious mosaic of marbles of different shades and 
colors, for it looks like polished stone. In reality it 
is composed of human mfmscles and! viscera. No 
less than a hundred jbodies}were requisitioned for 
the material. The table is round, and about a yard 
tm diameter, with a pedestal and four claw feet, the 
whole being formed of petrified human remains. 
The ornaments of the pedestal are made from the 
intestines, the claws with hearts, livers and lungs, 
the natural color of which is preserved. The tabie 
top is constructed of muscles artistically arranged, 
and it is bordéred with upward of a hundred eyes, 
ine effect of which is said to be highly artistic,since 
they retain all their lustre and scem to follow the 
observer, Sagatti died about fifty years ago. He 
obtained his bodies from the hospitals and fneturat 
ed them by impregnation with mineral salts.

Stifling every ambition, crushing every prejudice, 
putting aside all preferences, let us gaiher about the 
garments of ourold mother, laboring and troubled, 
besought with griefs and problems and give heras 
long as we live tireless arms and devoted hearis. 
There isnoe ambition so noble as to be first at her 
| feet and last in her service. Nocnds9 gloviou: as, 
| at the close of a long and devoted life to sink to rest 

on her bosom tranpuil and content asthe little child 
| toat falls tosleep in its mothers arms and rests un- 
troubled in the shadow of her smile,”’ 

The above is a synopsis of Mr. Grady’s 
speech which occupied about thirty minntes. 
Mr. Grady was greeted with hearty applause 
during his speech, and with a round of ap- 
plause when he took his seat. 

MAYOR COOPER’S REMARKS. 

The chairman imtroduced the Hon. John 
Tyler Cooper, mayorof Atlanta. The speech 
of Mr. Cooper was brief and cordial. He said 
he knew of no class of citizens more deserving 
of a warm reception in Atlanta than the agri- 
culturalists. He esteemed it a high privilege 
and an honor to be commissioned to receive in 
behalf of the gate city so many solid farmers 
from ten states. All he could do, he said, was 
to throw open the city’s gates to the visitors. 
Lhe mayor was applauded as he sat down. 

COLONEL BURGWIN’S RESPONSE... 

Colonel William H. 8. Burgwin, of Hender- 
son, North Carolina, wasthen imtroduced and 
responded as follows, in behalf of the conven- 
tion: 

Mr. President: In rising to express on the behalf 
of this interstate convention of farmers of the cot- 
ton states, our lively appreciation of this most gen- 
erous reception, permit me, sir, to say that your 
courtesies are extended us under niost pleasing cir- 
cunustances, 

We come from that section of this now united 
country whieh had the. misfortune te be on the 
losing side in the late contest; but thongh oureayse 
was lost, the heroism, epg cp and immortal 
deeds of those citizen soldiers can never die; fap- 
pause} and these glorious memories will be cher- 
ished aid handed down to our posterity as a price- 
less herkage. To none, sir, of that callant band do 
we give more loyal homagethan te Cieorgia’s favor- 
ite son—who as soldier-statesman and now chief ex- 
ecutive—embodies the most perfect representative 
ofan American citizen. [Applause. | 

That matchless soldiery, whe under your brilliant 
leadership achieved such distinction as isthe glor 
of a nation—were largely composed of farmers, an 
it was a happy thought on the part of the commit- 
tee and a gracious aet on yours to: honor our meeting 
by presiding over its deliberations. 

I trust I may be pa ed for saying that as a rep- 
resentative from the.state of North Carolina, it is pe- 
cultarly gratifying that our presiditg officer should 
be the distinguished soldier whe had the honor to 
command the rear guard of the army of Virginia, 
under whose leadership North Carolina troops made 
the last charge that closed the drama on the fleld of 
Appomattox. [Applause:} 

A few months since, at what gave promise of being 
an ordinary social gathering, unproductive of only 
routine exercises, a young son of Georg'a whose 
fame up to then was mainly confined to his own 
state, leaped into popularity as a people's hero, and 
Heury W. Grady became famous as the personifica- 
tion of southern eloquence. [A pplause, Hence- 
forth another name will be added to the bright 
ralaxy of southern orators, and the speeches of 

ienury W. Grady take their place alongside of ‘those 
of Prentiss, Toomts, Yancey and Ben Hill. A devo- 
ted son of his state, engaged in promoting the mate- 
rial prosperity of his people, dedicating his great 
abilities in that avenue most conducive to the public 
weal, he well deserves the honorable distinetion 
he enjoys, and we beg to express our thanks to the 
distinguished gent!eman for the kindly sentiments 
with which he has so eloquently welcomed us to his 
city. 

Twenty-three years ago and the traveler in your 
city was met by blackened walls, burned houses 
aud devastated homes. All was ruin, desolation 
and despair. Little by little the waste places were 
cleared aiid built upon; first here and then there—a 
store, a factory, @ hotel—and foon, asifby united 
impulse, the great work began, and today you stand 
in railroad facilities,in extent ot population, in 
beauty of public edifices and private residences, in 
hotel accommodations, in number of manufactories, 
in wealth and refinement of your tnbabitants, and, 
above ali, inthe enterprise, meee and sobriety 
of your people, the chiefcity of allthe southern 
country between Richmond and New Orleans. [Ap- 
plause.} You may well call yourcity the gate city 
ofthe south. Through her gatesis received the 
great traffic that comes pouring into! lap from 
the north, east, south and west, and outof hor 
gates she sends countless commodities to be dis- 
tributed to every part of the state, the United States 
and Europe. ; 

To no city in the south could this convenuen of 
farmers from the ten cotton states have with more 
propriety come to hold this, their first meeting. 
The farmers from all the states have contributed to 
the prosperity of your city, and it rejoices us to see 
the innumerable evidences of your wealth, progress 
and enterprise which me2t usat every town. We 
exclaim in the language of the poet: “Quis jam 
locus Acbate qaue regio in terns nostri non plena 
laboris,’”’ {Applause:} You are proverbial for the 
hospitality of your reception; and so p ypular has 
| your city become that it seems to be granted that no 
| place so suitable for a meeting of representative 
| southerners, on any maiter, could be found as the

A word, Mr. President, in conclusion, as to the 
purpose of our meeting.

THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

Upon taking the chair, Mr. Newman said : 

Gentlemen of theC onvention:—I have often been 
surprised when passing through forests to see little 
shrubs torn by lightning while the majestic forest 
trees were left unseatched. I am sti i more sur- 
prised that the lightning should have struck me on 
this occasion with so many distinguished gentlemen 
from the southern states j;r.sent. I suppose, 
however, that the members of this 
committee, some of whom have met me before in 
conventions, were afraid that I would oceupy on 
the floor some of the time which they would like to 
oecupy themselves, and hence, put me in this place 
to keep me from speaking. [Appianse.} And I re- 
cognize the fact, gentlemen, thatit is my duty in 
oecupying the chair to see that you have the right 
to speak, but I will endeaycr to:secure this end at 
least, that only one of you shall speak at a time. 
{ Laughter. } 

After so much eloquence as you have heard this 
morning, it would be presumption in me to under- 
take to entertain you, 

I was a little surprised this morning that in some 
ofthe addresses which were made that there seemed 
to be a little touch of advertising, and I wish tosay, 
to keep even with my Georgia friend, that Iam 
glad to notice in this morning’s CONSTITUTION, that 
reliable paper to which my friend Grady referred, 
that the president will condescend to stop a day at 
the Piedmont exposition on his way to the Alabama 
siate fair. [Laughter and applause. } 

Now, gentleuten, we have come here on an im- 
portant mission. Men do not act without motiyes 
and when we find so many intelligent planters of 
the cotton states who have left their homes at in- 
convenience and expense to themselves, to. gather 
here for mutual conference as to what is the matter 
with their great avrocation, it gives omen of an ear- 
nestness which I hope will bear rich fruit in your 
deliberation, and allow me to express the wish, gen- 
tlemen, that when this convention adjourns we will 
not hear it said, and see it printed, as we 
have so often done, that the farmers met, passed 
some resolutions, bad a good time and adjourned. I 
do hope that the deliberations ofsthis body) will 
look to business; and allow me to warn you, gentle- 
men, against one reck on which so many agricul- 
tural conventions have split. Eschew as far as pos- 
sible even the diseussion of every question which 
has been made conspicuens in the political parties 
of the country. We have come here fora specific 
purpose l understand it. We have come here 
to cOnpare notes, to commune with each other as 
to the great interest of agriculturein the southern 
States which seem:to be waning. Let us devote 
ourselves eatnestly, ‘persistently, energetically, and 

do hope successtully, to a solution of this great 

roblem, and a discovery of the evils, and to at 
east a practical suggestion as to the remedy. 

The convention is now ready for business. The 
Vice- residcuts elected will please come to the 
stand.’ 

Colonel Thomas C. Howard read the repor 
of the committee on report and programme‘ 
This was a very able paper signed by the fol 
lowing: Samuel Barnett, of Georgia, chair 
man; C. W. Macune, of Texas; B. B. Bella” 
my, of Florida; H. C. Stringfellow, of Louisi- 
ana; R. M. Herd, of Tennessee; W. M. Fish” 
back, of Arkansas; L. L. Polk, of North Caro- 
lina; A. P. Butler, of South Carolina; R. F. 
Kolb, of Alabama; —— Miles, of Mississippi. 

Mr. Walter Gregory, a delegate from Mem- 
phis, Tenn.,[made a spirited address on the re- 
port. When about to close his speech he pro- 
posed the subjoined preamble and resolution : 

Whereas, the resources of the southern 
states are incaleulably great and only need to 
be developed to demonstrate the fact and to 
make our people rich. ‘Io accomplish this we 
need, among ourselves, the enterprise that is 
building the great northwest, We need to 
invite and indune the capital of the world.” 
We need to enlist hundreds of ‘such friends 
and capitalists as R. T. Wilson and E. P. Hunt- 
ington and their New York associates. There- 
fore, be it resolved by the farmers of the south, 
in convention assembled, that the people of the 
south unite in declaring its vast mineral, ag- 
ricultural, and manufacturing resources; and 
in inviting the attention of capital from the 
commercial centers of the world. 

Resolved, that this convention do what it 
can to inaugurate this movement.” 

One of the delegates from North Carolina, 
Mr. Julian Allen, opposed the resolution, and 
he made a pointed and humorous argument 
which was applauded to the echo. 

One of the Texas members likewise oppose d 
this resolution. 

A motion was made that a committee be ap- 
ointed toWwhom all resolutions be referred. 
Irhis was bitterly opposed by several gentie- 
men from Texas and Arkausas, and was finally 
tabled. ' 

At 4:20 o’clock the convention adjourned to 
meet at 8 at night.

as much as we possibly can, and at the year’s end 
cannot make both ends meet, and find ourselves 
still deeper in debt. I understand all this. That is 
all right, and now the remedy is, as I have said, in 
organization—orgauizing the farming, industrial e}- 
ements of this country into a party, in self-defense} 
to the end that they may, as said, 
undo unfriendly legisiation applause} that 
has given to corporate wealth the lion’s share of the 
profits created by the entire farming interests of this 
country, I know that the aristocracy of wealth ex- 
ists in this country toan alarming extent. And if 
you organize they will not like it. They will send 
out the old bell wether among you and the whippers 
and they will Says: “Lambs, you 
make a mistake, you must stick’ to 
the o'd reliable party.’’ They will say further 
‘“‘Lambs, I see that your fleece is gone, and that 
you are cold this October morning, [Laughter and 
mo re «ge it is not =e that bas got your 
place. Itis the other ol litical party. [Ap- 
plause.] Stick to the old reliable party, and when 
the November election comes, the bell 
wether will bell, and they 
will cali the the polls and 
they will stick. [Applause.] That is just what we 
have been doing. Now, you who love this sitna- 
tion; you who love your party more than your 
country, your neighbor, your family and yourself, 
do, for mercy sake, stick. And then may the Lord 

Almighty havemercy on your souls. [Great laugh- 
ter and applause, |

I have no sympathy with our 
northern pou who intend in the coming election 
to carry the republican flag to victery under the 
waving of garment, [Great 
applause. | I have no sympathy 
with eople in the south or nenthe 
who will bank on the results ofthe war. [Renewed 
applause.} Thatisathingof the past. [Applause. ] 
Its results should be buried with it ina eommon 
grave and there forever let it rest.’’ [Cries of goed! 
good.’’} ‘“‘Hence, I want no issue with you gentle- 
men in the south, Lhave no issue withyou and 
will state one thing more—lI heard John Sherman at 
the capitol city of lilinois, when he made his speech 
and that speech, from beginning to end, was but a 
rehash—but a pooner. over of the old straw that I 
bave seen and heard threshed for the last twenty 
years. {Applause,.} And I dohope that no John 
Sherman, ho man whois not going to run this gov- 
ernment inthe interestof the farming element 
thereof shall attain again tothe ascendency and 
becomd acontrolling power of the government. 
With these few remarks, asking you to pardon me 
for the imperfect manner in which I have presented 
them here to-night, I thank you for your kind at- 
tention.” [Longcontinued applause. } 

A VOICE FROM ILLINOIS. 

One of the sensations of the night session of 
the convention was the introduction of Mr. A. 
J. Streaker, president of the State Alliance of 
Illinois. Mr. Streaker spoke eloquently and 
until he reached the third party idea was lis- 
tened to not only with interest. but approval. 
Then he struck a hornets’ nest. hen he 
closed a vote of thanks was passed. 

Colonel R. F. Kolb, of Alabama, after the 
meeting was over, said: 

“T made a motion to table the vote of thanks 
but somehow the chair did not catch it, and in 
the general indignation the members did not 
fully realize what was going on. Southern 
farmers are democrats—solid south democrats 
—and want nothird party movement. Streaker 
was evident)v a firebrand thrown into the con- 
vention and his presence was designed on his 
part. We repudiate his evident mission. The 
a will be reopened tomorrow, and Mr. 

treaker will discover that in intruding his 
ideas upon the convention he will have his 
labor for his pains.’’

Away From the City Prison to 
the Markham House. 


HIS PHYSICIANS DEMAND A CHANGE. 


The Crowded, Noisy Room is Bad—Other 
Events Which Tranepired at 
Headquarters Yesterday. 


Bud Veal was yesterday removed from the 
prison room, which he has occupied since his 
arrest, to the Markham house, where he will 
remain until a preliminary trial can be ar- 
ranged. 

The room in which Mr. Veal has been confin- 
ed, at police headquarters, is on the second 
floor of the building, and adjoins the police 
courtroom. During the morning hours the 
crowds entering and leaving the courtroom 
have proven a great annoyance to the prisoner, 
and has retarded his improvement.The windows 
of the room open in the alley way leading to 
the stables, and as the alley is used by drays 
leaving the wholesale commission houses on 
Alabama street, a great deal of noise is being 
made constantly. All this tended to make the 
gentleman fretful and nervous and his physi- 
cians decided that a change would have to be 
made. Judge Dorsey and General Gartrell, 
attorneys for Mr. Veal were notified of the de- 
cision and then the attorney, physicians and 
Mr. Veal’s friends held a consultation. They 
realized that Mr. Veal would not be allowed 
to leave the city and that he would 
have to be kept under surveillance. The con- 
sultation resulted in selecting the Markham 
house as the most convenient and suitable 

lace for the prisoner. After the details had 

en arranged, Chief of Police Connolly was 
approached and asked for a permit to remove 
the prisoner. The chief hesitated, and aftera 
thorough consideration of the situation of the 
uestion decided to surrender Mr. Veal to the 
sheriff of Fulton county. The warrant upon 
which, the gentleman was being held was tgk- 
en from the pigeon hole and handed to the 
sheriff. With the warrant went the custody of 
the prisoner. After Mr. Veal had been turned 
over to the sheriff, the attorneys made ype 
cation to that officer, and finally succeeded in 
securing permission to remove him. A carriage 
was then secured and the gentleman carried to 
it. He was unable to move atall, and wasa 
heavy, dead weight to those who lifted him 
down the stairway. The removal was ex- 
tremely painful to Mr. Veal, but he bore it 
heroically, and when placed in the carriage he 
looked about him pleasantly. The drive to the 
hotel was slow and careful. At the hotel the 
gentleman was lifted out and carried to the 
elevator, by which he reached his floor, and 
=H to his room, where he was made comfort- 
able. 

The change will certainly prove beneficial to 
Mr. Veal. Yesterday afternoon he seemed 
much better, and talked pleasantly with all 
about him. His attorneys are now trying to 
arrange the preliminary trial for Friday next. 


The Other One Caught. 


Several days ago Detectives Reeves and Bed 
ford arrested John Jackson, a negro who 
was wanted in Walton county for selling liquor 
toaminor. Atthe same time the reward, 
which caused Jackson’s arrest, was offered, a 
similar reward of twenty-five dollars was of- 
fered for John Young,who was wanted for bur- 
glary. The detectives were watching for both 
when they arrested Jackson, and after Jack- 
son’s arrest continued the search for Young. 
Early yesterday morning they succeeded in 
finding Young and now have the pair in the city 
prison awaiting the arrival of the Walton 
county sheriff. 

The Watermelon Not Good. 

Sanitary Inspector Veal is having a luscious 
time just now with watermelons which are not 
at all luscious. Recently he has condemned 
quite a number of cars of melons which the 
roads were compelled to haul out of the city, 
and dispose of them so as not to create a nuis- 
ance. On yesterday the inspector made a run 
through the Central railroad yard, and _ before 
completing the run, condemned eighteen cars 
of melons.

JUDGE THOMAS’S ROAD. 


What the Leading Spirit inthe Blue Ridge 
Company Says. 

A CONSTITUTION reporter hada _ short talk 
with Judge Thomas, of Athens, yesterday af- 
ternoon at the Kimball house, Judge Thomas 
was in splendid spirits in regard to his enter- 

rise and said that in about ten days he would 
egin the work of collecting subscriptions and 
obtaining the right-of-way. 

“What charter will you 
judge ?”’ 

‘Just now I don’t know. I have had excel- 
lent lawyers examining the general railroad 
law under which [havea charter and they 
tell me there is not the slightest doubt in re- 
gard to the legality of thatlaw. That charter 
imposes no restrictions atallupon me. The 
one I hope to obtain from the legislature is 
broader and more liberal, and for that reason 
“eseree ey ‘ the $100,000 clause does not affect 

tatall. The road I propose to build will cost 
at least three million dollars, and if it would 
embarrass the enterprise to raise $100,000, it 
would be better for mé not to go into the mat- 
teratall.” - 

‘‘Those people who do not believe the road 
will ever be built are going to be very much 
mistaken. Iexpect to begin work by April 
and by November, 1888, I shall have the road 
completed for over half the distance. The 
work. is heavy and progress will be slow, but 
there will be three sets of contractors in the 
field, and as good time as it is possible to make 
will be made.”’ 

‘What about the lawsuits ?”’ 

‘Well, the case has been carried to the su- 
preme court, where it will doubtless be heard 
at the September term. If the court sustains 
the court below, the Richmond and Danville 
will simply foreclose its mortgages on the 
Northeastern, sell it out, buy it in for the debt 
it has against it, and then become legally in 
possession of the road. The Northeastern owes 
the Richmond and Danville twice as much as 
it will bring atasale of foreclosure. In any 
event, the Richmond and Danville will be able 
ot rm its contract.’’ 

Judge Thomas certainly feels and talks like 
aman who had clear sailing before him, and 
his friends say there is not the least doubt 
about his building the road.
